THE HOME AND THE UNION. 


At this period much criticism is heard on the 
course the Home of New York is pursuing with 
regard to the Western Union. The Home isa 
large and great company, a money-making in- 
stitution. The stockholders look more at the 
profits than the ethics of the business. The 
management of the Home has vast interests to 
conserve, and it has mapped out a line of action 
which it believes is in accord with the senti- 
ment of those furnishing its capital. Vice- 
President Washburn has stated from time to 
time that the Home will not agree to co-operate 
as to rates in states having anti-compact laws. 
This principle has brought down condemnation 
on the part of those who believe that the Home 
should follow the rates of the Union, yet Vice- 
President Washburn is frank in his statements, 
and hence every company knows just where to 
find the Home. The company, doubtless, is 
open to criticism in many points, and yet there 
are many companies opening their batteries on 
it and creating a bedlam of noise plainly to di- 
vert attention from themselves. Giving the 
Home full criticism for what it justly deserves, 
there are others which make a loud profession 
of co-operating in all states, but do not co-op- 
erate, not from a matter of principle, but solely 
because they feel they can secure a risk here 
andthere. They carry a rapier under the union 
uniform, stealing stealthily in the dark, ready 
to dart out and strike a victim from behind. 
To the honor of the Home, it can be said that it 
is pursuing no such tactics, but publicly an- 
nounces its policy. It does not use the Union 
as a cover that it may better hide irregularities. 
Some union members promise to co-operate 
when ‘“‘the rest do.’ The “rest’’ say they will 
co-operate when the ‘‘others’? do. Thusa period 
of vexing delay follows, and after a voluminous 
and prolonged correspondence, all companies 
agree to cancel or get the tariff on the risk un- 
der consideration on a certain day. The time 
comes and goes, and the members who do not 
treat lightly their word of honor, fulfil their 
obligations. It is with an appalling sense of 
nauseating and disheartening disgust that it is 
discovered that some companies are still allow- 
ing their policies to remain at the cut rate. It 
is such a nefarious procedure that has caused 
men to lose faith, and hence elements of discord 
and demoralization have been sown. It is a 
matter of honest difference of opinion whether 
Vice-President Washburn is pursuing a course 
in consonance with his moral obligations to the 
Union in his refusal to act in conjunction with 
other companies in anti-compact states. At the 
St. Louis meeting in 1898, Mr. Washburn in de- 
fending his course said, ‘“‘The laws of the state 
are superior to those of the Western Union.” 

















In answer tothis, Mr. Garrigue of the Merchants 
said, ‘‘The law of honor is above the laws of the 
state.’ Mr. Washburn believes it a matter of 
dishonor to act in a way he believes is in viola- 


tion of state laws. These two shades of opinion . 


are presented, in order to show what a serious 
problem the Union has to solve with so many 
commonwealths passing anti-compact laws, and 
amending those in the boks to make them more 
stringent. 


PRESIDENT WOODWORTH’S NOBLE ACTION. 

President Woodworth, of the National Asso- 
ciation of Local Fire Insurance Agents, has 
again demonstrated his sound judgment and 
unselfishness. Some days ago a movement was 
inaugurated to collect a subscription to be given 
Mr. Woodworth either directly or in form of a 
material gift of some kind. The intention was 
to surprise him with the donation. Several fire 
insurance men were solicited for small contri- 
butions, and all were willing to do as requested, 
believing that Mr. Woodworth should be given 
a testimonial expressing in a slight degree ap- 
preciation for his generous efforts. The local 
agents enlisted in the association movement 
have all recognized Mr. Woodworth’s ability, 
tact, good common sense, manly dignity, all 
giving a higher tone to the association. More 
than this, his heart has been in the work. He 
has labored for the benefit and advancement of 
the local agents’ cause as a whole and not for 
self-aggrandizement and persons] glory. This 
is again demonstrated by the fact that when he 
became cognizant of the plan to secure a purse 
for him he nipped it at once, stating that he de- 
sired no such recognition. All the contribu- 
tions have been returned. This shows the cali- 
ber of the man, and ’tis such as he in the fore 
of the local agents’ procession that will com- 
command respect for the association and place 
it in a position where its counsels will be heard 
and its rights heeded. More Woodworths are 


needed among the leaders of this great agency 
movement. 
THE BROKERAGE QUESTION. 

Closely allied, with the commission question 
as applied to local agents proper, is that of bro- 
kerage—the compensation paid to brokers, who 
represent no company, but place their business 
at will. The remuneration to brokers has usu- 
ally been left to the local agents themselves to 
determine, and yet from the larger centers there 
seems to be a sentiment in favor of companies 
adopting a uniform brokerage. This is proba- 
bly due to the fact that several companies are 
appointing salaried managers for the cities. In 
smaller places the agents show a proclivity to 
control the business and thus exclude the bro- 
ker. The agents in some of the larger centers 
have succeeded in eliminating brokers, as, for 
example, Louisville and Toledo. In such points 
the agents place all they can in their own com- 
panies and distribute the surplus to their asso- 
ciates, they being allowed a brokerage for ex- 
change business. The broker, however, in 
most of the large cities is a strong factor, and it 
is a question whether or not he will outclass the 
agent in the future. The brokers control the 
business in New York, and have practically 
driven the agents, pure and simple, from the 
field. They are making rapid strides in Chi- 
cago, and have gotten much of the business 
formerly controlled direct by the agent. In 
fact, some companies seem to favor the broker 
system of doing business, stating it will decrease 
expenses. Whether the broker is at his height 
or will pale into insignificance, the future alone 
can tell.

CHICAGO, ILL., August 9.— (Special.)—The 
Preservation Committee is rapidly getting its re- 
port in shape to put to the annual meeting of 
the Union at Niagara Falls September 12. A 
preliminary meeting was held in Chicago 
Wednesday, at which Law Bros., C. H. Barry, 
R. H. Garrigue, R. M. Bissell, Eugene Cary, 
Thomas S. Chard, Warren F. Goodwin and J. S. 
Belden were present. Practically the entire re- 
sult of the meeting was to hear the reports pre- 
sented by sub-committees and begin the work 
of preparing the general report for the consid- 
eration of the Union. 

Managing Director McHale of the North 
American Life Insurance Comany of Toronto, 
has decided upon St. Paul as the United States 
headquarters and from that point will enter his 
company in a number of western states. Se- 
curities to the amount of $200,000 have been 
placed on deposit with Insurance Commissioner 
O’Shaughnessy. 

The Industrial Life Insurance Company of 
St. Louis is being organized by a score of prom- 
inent business men there, with a capital of 
$500,000. 


BAILEY.—One of the features of the Ohio State 
agents’ meeting at Cleveland this week was O. M 
Bailey, special agent of the County, and his dashing 
spectacular head gear. Mr. Bailey has always prided 
himself on the modern finish and style of his hats, it 
being claimed that he sets the pace in certain sections 
of his state along this line.

UNION PROSPECTS. 

Since the resignations of the last two weeks, 
heretofore chronicled in THE WESTERN UNDER- 
WRITER, the affairs of the Union have been 
more quiet if not more settled. A sentiment is 
growing that some radical reforms must be made 
effective at the September meeting if the or- 
ganization is to be preserved. Not one but 
many members of the organization both speak 
and write of the condition of the business with 
no mincing words, and if such utterances are to 
be taken into consideration the annual gather- 
ing of the Union will be a fall event of some 
consequence. To placate the indignant mem- 
bers honestly endeavoring to uphold the Union 
and its rules, many plans are being considered. 
One of the more prominently discussed is to 
form a new organization entirely, leaving out 
the members who by their conduct have made 
the Union notoriously weak and unavailing. It 
would be useless to attempt to describe the 
many irregularities by which affairs have been 
brought to this unfortunate stage. The wrong- 
doing extends through many stages from abso- 
lute disloyalty to a quasi-indifference as to 
whether the guilty ones are made to suffer or 
not. Such a feeling as latterly expressed can 
hardly prove beneficial to the organization, 
which to-day is only existing because the great 
majority of its members are afraid to let it go.

HARRY GRISWOLD’S CAREER. 

Harry Griswold’s death in the Joliet peniten- 
tiary Sunday recalls an insurance sensation of 
five years ago. Griswold, who was a son of F. 
M. Griswold, the honored and respected chief 
inspector of the Home, of New York, left his 
home and began a career of crime. He was ar- 
rested for horse-stealing in Ogallala and taken 
into custody at Grand Island. Each time he 
escaped. During the spring of 1894 Griswold, 
sr., induced his wayward son to return to the 
East, and through his influence young Gris- 
wold was given a position with the western de- 
partment of the Manchester Fire Assurance 
Company. With a confederate Griswold held 
up a Lake Shore train August 13, 1894, and 
August 24 robbed a St. Paul train at Deering. 
After they had relieved Conductor Sargeant of 
his month’s pay, Special Officer Owens, of the 
road, entered the car and was shot dead by Gris- 
wold. A few hours afterward Officer McGrath 
discovercd the two desperadoes in a box-car at 
Mayfield, and was severely wounded in trying 
to capture them. They stole a horse and buggy 
and made their escape to the Des Plains river, 
with the police in pursuit. When cornered 
Griswold and his pal took to a cornfield, which 
was surrounded by farmers and police officers, 
the men being captured after a pitched battle of 
three hours, in which both were severely wound- 
ed. To his fellow-laborers in the Manchester 
office Griswold’s career reads like a novel. He 
was accounted an expert inspector, and com- 
manded a good salary. His penchant for crime 
has never been explained.

SUPERINTENDENT CHURCH ENJOINED. 

Judge Hazen’s order enjoining Superintend- 
ent Church, of Kansas, from revoking the 
license of the Manchester, of England, and Brit- 
ish America and Western Assurance Company, 
of Toronto, for failure to settle the loss of J. H. 
Richards, of Fort Scott, is attracting wide atten- 
tion among managers. Superintendent Church 
set a figure at which the companies were to set- 
tle, and they declined. He threatened revoca- 
tion of licenses, and the companies applied for 


| an injunction, 


The Liverpool and London and 
Globe, also interested in the loss, did not join 
in the litigation, preferring to settle on the basis 
fixed by the superintendent. Judge Hazen’s 


| decision sustained the companies’ contentions 


on every point. His findings are proving of 
great interest. In his opinion Judge Hazen re- 
ferred to the arbitration clause in the contract 
and said : ‘‘ The courts allow men to make their 
own contracts, and if the contracts are not con- 
trary to public policy or fraudulent in their na- 
ture, it is the duty of the courts to enforce 
them ’’ Again, regarding the proposed removal 
of the case to the federal courts, he said; *‘Any 
one has a right to remove his controversy to the 


| federal court if it comes within the rules laid 


down by those courts, and any attempt of the 
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superintendent to revoke the licenses of these | 


companies for taking advantage of that right 
would not be warranted.’’ Regarding the dis- 
pute between the companies and Richards re- 
garding the amount of the loss, Judge Hazen 
said: ‘“‘ The companies claim that there was no 
total loss. The insured claims that there was. 
This is a question for the courts and not for the 
superintendent of insurance to pass upon.’’ The 
clearness and conciseness of these rulings make 
them invaluable to insurance companies.

Superintendent Orear’s statement that the

the St. Joseph Social Club, has excited more 
than a little disgust among fire underwriters 
who are endeavoring to elevate the tone of the 
business. These reports have been current ever 


| since the proceedings were entered, but they 


were never seriously entertained until Mr. 
Orear’s confirmation. Managers of compznies 
were not sorry to see the Northwestern National, 
Germania, ‘Continental, and others put in the 
same boat with them, but they feel keenly the 
stigma of having been instrumental in furnish- 
ing the information for the suits. The proceed- 
ings against the American Central are by far of 
the greatest importance. The American Central 
being a Missouri company may not be ousted, 
so the suit is for forfeiture of charter. It is 
stated that the cases will not be heard until 
October, and already busy-bodies are circulating 
tales effecting the future of the company. 
Should the supreme court grant a writ forfeiting 
the charter of the American Central, even if it is 
suspended by a payment of a fine of $1,000, the 
consequences will be disagreeable. Nota few 
insurance men believe Mr. Cram’s position in 
Union and Missouri matters has warranted his

THE CHICAGO ASSESSMENT. 

Insurance men will be granted a hearing be- 
fore the board of review on the assessments 
levied for personal taxes in Chicago to-day, 
(Thursday). Nearly everyone in the city is 
down for heavy assessments and the poor insur- 
ance companies, staggering under the burden, 
are about to make a fight against this latest ini- 
quitous levy. They claim that there is no law of 
the state giving the assessors the power to levy 
for personal taxes, quite the contrary they hold 
that the amended state laws exempt companies 
from any tax other than that provided for in the 
2 per cent. on gross premiums. Manager Glid- 
den of the Chicago Underwriters Association, 
will probably represent a number of interests at 
the hearing, but some of the companies will send 
their individual representatives. The Traders, 
and Western Underwriters, both local companies 
are assessed into the hundreds of thousands 
and other companies are unjustly apportioned a 
heavy burden, from which still others equally 
liable, if any are liable, have escaped entirely. 


GREENWICH’S WESTERN DEPARTMENT. 

The intention of the Greenwich to establish a 
western department in Chicago is attracting no 
little attention among managing underwriters. 
The new office will be planted about September 
1, and John P. Hubble, special agent for a num- 
ber of states continguous to the city for the last , 
three years, is named general agent.

Several matters bearing 
on rates were laid on the table, as the clubs are 
firm in their course to have nothing to do with 
rates. For example a request from Sandusky 
for a re-rating of that city, was answered with 
the suggestion that all such matters should be 
referred to the Ohio Inspection Bureau. A let- 
ter from Urbana, stating that the private water 
works company furnishing the water supply for 
the city, had notified the council that unless 
certain action was taken the water supply would 
be shut off August 10, was referred to Manager 
Cochran of the Bureau, who will consider the 
question of increased hazard in Urbana on this 
account. State Agent Henry Fowler and Spe- 
cial Agent C. T. Deatrick of the Home sent in 
their resignations, which were presented at this 
meeting. About a half dozen applications for 
membership will likely be made at the Spring- 
field meeting, among others, it is said, will be 
that of H. W. Clayton of the Germania, who 
has never affiliated with Ohio field organizations. 
The next meeting will be held at the Arcade 
Hotel, Springfield, September 5.

They wrote the business at a general 
reduction of one-third from stock company 
rates. The Lucas County is about to levy an 
assessment of three per cent on the amount of 
insurance in force, or about $30 per thousand. 
Secretary Brinckloe is trying to reorganize the 
association under a change of name and with a 
new policy contract. W. T. Meyers, noted 
heretofore as a sub-marine underwriter, has in 
charge the destinies of the Ohio Druggists. 
He recently brought suit against the association 
and recovered some $260. He is its manager, 
and has been identified with other Toledo com- 
panies which have lived their brief existence not 
entirely with pure and unspotted characters. 
Meyers, however, does not easily get discour- 
aged and seems willing to continue to promote 
his beneficent insurance enterprises indefinitely.

The gross value of the grain was $498,528.62 on 
which there was a salvage of $90,000, making 
the amount paid as stated, $108,528.62.

pened to be a little short on iisurance. The 
annual premium returns in Toledo are some- 
what less than $500,000. 


One grain | 
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There is no doubt but that there will be a gen- 
eral tightening upon Toledo elevator business 
by the companies from now on. Numerous 
specials are and have been in the city going 
over their respective companies’ lines and 
making recommendations as to future treat- 
ment of this business. Some companies will 
positively refuse to write elevator risks in 
Toledo at any rate, and many others will ma- 
terially cut down their lines. It is very likely 
that in the cases of the largest elevators diffi- 
culty will be experienced in securing the de- 
sired amount of insurance. The Toledo eleva- 
tors as a class, while perhaps not as modern as 
they might be, are in first-class shape, and there 
is no apparent reason why they should not be 
profitable. A general inspection of Toledo 
elevators will probably be made by the Toledo 
board committee shortly. Last Thursday the 
executive committee, accompanied by one or 
two special agents who happened to be in town, 
investigated rumors that Wabash elevators 3 
and 4 were in a bad condition. A report has 
been made of their condition and it will be sent 
to the companies. It was found that the rumor 
was well-founded and the elevators are not in a 
good condition to avoid a fire. Their defects, 
however, can be easily remedied and it is un- 
derstood will be at once. At present it would 
take a fire engine three-quarters of an hour to 
get in good fire-fighting distance of the build- 
ings, but Chief Wall of the Toledo fire depart- 
ment, whose attention has been called to the 
matter, has agreed to arrange for quicker serv- 
ice, and a betterment of the approaches. In 
view of the tremendous losses on elevators in 
Toledo in recent years their proper handling 
has become a serious problem. 


CLEVELAND BOARD MEETING. 

The Cleveland Exchange met Tuesday. It 
was voted to amend the rules so as to abolish 
the cash collection and ‘‘examination’’ systems. 
An amendment was also offered to the effect 
that the exchange make its own rates, if neces- 
sary. These will now be voted upon in the 
Record. The rate-making feature is only in- 
tended to be put into operation in case of a rate 
war. From all indications, the Cleveland situ- 
ation will be relieved on account of this com- 
promise. The outside element demanded the 
abolition of the cash collection and stamping 
secretary rules. The decision of the Missouri 
supreme court in the anti-trust cases convinced 
the local agents in Cleveland that they could 
not operate a stamping secretaryship under the 
present laws. Most of the outsiders will doubt- 
less join the exchange if the amendmends are 
adopted. The Northwestern National and the 
Squire, Hahn and App agency, it is understood, 
will not enter.

The firm wrote a letter setting forth its 
action, and expressing regret that the circum- 
stances, in its opinion, justified it. The railroad 
at once ordered $20,000 insurance carried by the 
firm canceled, and told it not to renew $200,000 
more which expires in about six weeks.

WASHINGTON OF CINCINNATI. 

The semi-annual statement of the Washing- 
ton of Cincinnati is of more than usual interest 
at the present time. Since the last annual state- 
ment was issued there has been a change of 
presidents, Secretary Weiss has been made vice- 
president and practically managing underwriter 
of the company, and with these changes has 
come. a change of policy. Mr. Weiss was op- 
posed to the Washington’s doing business in 
Chicago and Philadelphia, where it lost money 
last year, and, as soon as he wasin a position 
to do so, withdrew from there and ordered con- 
siderable cancellation. When the examination 
by the Ohio department was completed Decem- 
ber 15th last, the assets were shown to be $212, - 
439. At July Ist they were $219,313 despite 
some scaling in the valuation of securities re- 
cently made by the directors. The net surplus 
has increased from $18,354 to $25,008, and the 
reinsurance reserve from $40,090 to $41,164.

The 
Cincinnati system is ancient and unsatisfactory, 
Mr. Cochran will put it on a scientific business- 
like basis in the shortest possible space of time. 
Something must be done in Cincinnati, the 
present system must be changed sooner or later, 
Mr. Cochran's system is the only one that can 
can harmonize completely with state laws and 
conditions, and-it is certainly to be desired that 
he take hold of the city, if he can be induced 
sotodo. Let the rate-making and the agents’ 
board be completely divorced, after the order 
of the arrangement now prevailing in Cleve- 
land, Columbus and Dayton. It is stated that 
Mr. Cochran is willing to move his head- 
quarters to Cincinuati if found to be advisable

DETAILS OF TOLEDO BOARD CASE. 

The Barker, Frost & Co. agitation at Toledo 
has now entirely subsided and board affairs are 
moving smoothly. The compromise between 
the board and the firm was arrived at last week 
as previously stated. The cause of all the 
trouble was an old gentleman, now dead, named 
Southland, who tried to operate as a broker. 
One of the time-honored rules of the Toledo 
agents is that there shall be no brokers or solic- 
itors employed. Southland was a superannu- 
ated member of the Methodist Church at 
Toledo, highly thought of by prominent church 
members, but in receipt of only a slender in- 
come. Under promises of leading church 
members to give him their business it seems he 
decided to become a broker, and at the first line 
he secured was that of Breckenridge’s tin can 
plant, of about $100,000, which was distributed 
among a good many of the agents. Southland, 
it is said, was turned down by all the agents 
until he came to Barker, Frost & Co., and be- 
fore he died he stated they agreed to give him 
ten per cent, or about $100 out of $1,000 pre- 
mium. As soon as it became known, through 
Southland and Breckenridge, that Barker, Frost 
| & Co. had the line, quite a number of agents 
signed the complaint of violation of board 
rules, The board rules are that in case of rate 
| cutting the penalty shall be a fine of not more 
| than $50, the cancellation of the policies and 
an agreement to stay off the risk for one year. 
The penalty for violations not otherwise pro- 
vided for is a fine of not more than $25. Under 
this last head would come the employment of a 
solicitor or broker. The decision of the board 
was that Barker, Frost & Co. were guilty of 
rate-cutting, while their claim was that they 
were not guilty of anything inasmuch as they 
had never paid Southland the commission. It 
was evident that the board erred in fixing the 
penalty at one for rate-cutting and that the de- 
cision should have been made on the point of 
employing a broker. Barker, Frost & Co. fe 
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fused to abide by the decision and employed an | tion of good pactices in the bnsiness. 


attorney who gave a written opinion that under 
the rules of the board the alleged violation 
could by no means be construed as rate-cutting. 
Barker, Frost & Co. went further and presented 
the ultimatum to the board that if it persisted 
an injunction in the courts would be secured 
preventing it from expelling them. This was 
backed up by another legal opinion that the in- 
junction could be made p rmanent. At this 
stage a compromise was proposed and after quite 

acontest-in the executive committee, which 
has charge of such matters, the penalty was 
changed from that of rate-cutting to $25 for 
employing a broker, which penalty Barker, 
Frost & Co. paid, ‘‘for the sake of harmony.” 
Barker, Frost & Co. have about the second 
largest agency in Ohio, and their withdrawal 
from the Toledo board would have been a rather 
serious matter. 


PROSPECTS IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

Taking the situation in general and a review 
of the proceedings since the movement was 
started to organize the West Virginia Under- 
writers’ 
much hope that the companies can or will come 
together. The meeting in Wheeling was more 
largely attended than either the following ones, 
at Pittsburg or White Sulphur Springs, but the 
object was switched from the question of rates 
to that of commissions by the very companies 
who pay the largest commissions or salaries in 
such cities as Cleveland and Cincinnati. 

Many of the companies who agreed to the 
commission pledge did not believe it would be 
lived up to, but thought by signing it matters 
might be simplified in effecting the organization 
and secure for West Virginia a fair and equita- 
ble rating system; others refused to sign who 
are really in favor of fifteen per cent commis- 
sion, but were satisfied the agreement would 
not be lived up to by a number of companies, 
union and non-union alike. 

The Wheeling contingent have not lost hope 


Association, there really does not seem 


of effecting the organization without the com- | 
mission pledge and agreeing on some method of | 


rating and maintaining good practices, either 
with or without the few companies who want to 
tule or ruin. It would be best for all concerned 
to have full co-operation ; but, if the few com- 
panies who may persist and remain outside of 
the organization try to demoralize the business 
in general, as some have intimated, the local 
agents will have something to say about who 
shall have the business, for after all the local is 
the producer of the raw material and the com- 
pany only the consumer. The local agents are 
not looking for rate wars, and for that reason 
are now contemplating an organization of purely 
locals to promote good practices and avoid the 
ones which are likely toslip in if West Virginia 
is left without any management. It is believed 
by many when the final test comes at Wheeling 
in September that an organization will be 
effected, and those differing in opinion will get 
as close together as possible and all these pull 
for the good of the business. This is at least 
the hope if not the thought.

organization was talked of some time ago by 
Charleston, Parkersburg and Clarksburg agents, 
but for some reason nothing has been heard of 
the movement for some time. Wheeling agents 
will be greatly assisted by the agents from 
points named above. On Thursday, August 3, 
ofter the regular meeting of the board, the 
local agents held a preliminary meeting for the 
purpose of asking the agents from all over the 
state to attend a meeting at Wheeling the first 
Tuesday in September. This will be a good 
time, as the state fair is in progress at that time 
and special rates can be had from all points in 
the state. This meeting also precedes the West 
Virginia Underwriters’ Association meeting one 
week, and will no doubt show the companies 
that the local agents can get together in a more 
satisfactory manner and in less time than it has 
taken the ‘‘aristocrats’’ to effect some kind of 
an organization. There are many reasons why 
the local agent should have an organizatlon of 
their own separate and distinct from companies, 
special or general agents. One of the principal 
reasons at this time is that in case the West 
Virginia Underwriters’ Association is a failure 
or does not receive the full co-operation of all 
companies, the agents will be in position to 
protect themselves against the companies who 
would rather destroy rates than see the associa- 
tion organize without a commission pledge; 
and there are some such companies. W. S. 
Foose was elected chairman of the meeting; W. 
R. Rice, secretary; and Foose, Faulkner, 
Stroehlin and Stalnaker were appointed a com- 
mittee to draft and send out a call for the meet- 
Every local agent in the 
state should endeavor to attend this meeting, as 
it is an important matter to the local under- 
writers to have rates maintained and the busi- 
ness generally elevated above the point compe- 
tition has brought it to in the past few years.

Mr. Markham brought out the 
trust issue in his address, which was a response 
to the welcome extended the insurance men by 
Principal Vincent of Chautauqua. He said the 
local agents’ association would put a_bar- 
rier in the way of the gigantic greed of the 
big insurance companies in swallowing the little 
fellows.

A LITTLE CONSOLATION. 

The letter of Superintendent Matthews to 
Secretary Hazlett of the decrepit Odd Fellows 
Beneficial Association of Zanesville must have 
a peculiar sound to the several hundred certifie- 
ate-holders, who find that they will soon have 
no insurance.

SUMMER RESORT INSURANCE. 

A prominent insurance man of Grand Rapids, 
in commenting recently upon the condition of 
business in Michigan made some interesting 
statements concerning the growth of insurance 
business among the resorts in the northern part 
of the state for which Michigan has become so 
famous. He said: 

“The writing of risks on summer cottages 
and on summer resort hotels has become quite a 
profitable business. It is a class of risks to 
which insurance men generally will do well to 
give a little more attention for it is a growing 
business and will gain in value with each pass- 
ing season. With the erection at so many of 
the resorts of magnificent summer homes in- 
stead of the frail, easily destroyed cottage of 
the period which is just passing sway, the char- 
acter of the risk and the money involved be- 
come greatly changed and the underwriting is 
no longer confined, by any means, to small 
amounts, Thisis especially true of the great 
resort hotels in northern Michigan. Polices for 
summer cottages which are only occupied 
through the warmer months, are written of 
course under a special ruling, and usually con- 
tain the stipulation that a care-taker remain on 
the grounds the yearround. Another feature of 
cottage underwriting that is destined to an early 
change is the practice of writing all risks on 
the same basis at the same price. This rudi- 
mentary method is bound to give way before 
some more equitable manner of doing business. 
Up to this time, we in Michigan, have been sin- 
gularly fortunate in the proportion of losses sus- 
tained. We have yet to be visited with such a 
fire as that which recently devastated the resort 
at Coney Island, N. Y.”’

LONDON GUARANTEE WITH DRAWS APPLICATION. 

The & Accident Com- 
pany, through Manager Masters of 
Chicago, withdraws its application for license in 
Ohio on the grounds that to divert so largea 
proportion ($150,00)) of its United States assets 
from the general body of American policy- 
holders in favor of the policy-holders in any one 
state would be treating the policy-holders of 
other states unfairly. The Employers Liability 
Assurance Corporation, to which the same ruling 
was applicable, has sent word to the superin- 
tendent that it wishes to argue the question with 
him before he takes any action in its case.

THE FOREIGN LIABILITY DEPOSIT. 

The exclusive announcement in THE WEsT- 
ERN UNDERWRITER that Superintendent 
Matthews of the Ohio department had ruled 
that foreign liability companies must put up the 
$100,000 deposit required of foreign companies 
in addition to the $50,000 special liability de- 
posit, caused wide-spread interest. The depart- 
ment has always demanded the $100,000 from 
foreign fire companies. The only other com- 
panies putting up the deposit are the Canada 
Life of Hamilton, Ont., and the Ocean Accident 
and Guarantee of. England, the latter doing a 
credit indemnity business. The Employers 
Liability has not been required to put up the 
$100,000, but by the recent ruling will have to 
do so to be re-licensed next year. Manager 
Masters of the London Guarantee has had his 
weather eye on Ohio for some time, and finally 
persuaded the home office to agree to put up the 
$50,000 special liability deposit. Now that the 
$100,000 extra will be demanded, it will keep 
the company from the state. Officials at the 
home offices of foreign companies view de- 
posit laws with suspicion. The exaction of 
$150,000 from foreign liability companies will be 
almost, if not quite,a prohibitory measure. It is 
very doubtful if the Employers Liability will 
consent to put up that sum. The question of 
$100,000 deposit for foreign liability companies 
was brought to the attention of the Ohio de- 
partment by the General Accident of Scottland 
making inquiries concerning admission. It is 
understood that this company was virtually told 
that the $100,000 foreign deposit would be re- 
quired and, to avoid complications of this kind, 
the company organized the General Accident of 
Philadelphia. The climax came when the Lon- 
don Guarantee approached Superintendent 
Matthews as to the conditions of a license. 
Doubtless an active movement will be made at 
the next sesion of the Ohio legislature to repeal 
the special deposit law requiring $50,000. If 
such cannot be effected, it will be an induce- 
ment for some casualty companies to organize 
running mates under the Ohio laws. This 
would be the likely course for the Employers 
or London Guarantee, which have no American 
annexes like the General Accident and Frank- 
fort. If the Employers leaves the state, it is 
stated the Fidelity & Casualty and United States 
Casualty will seriously consider the advisability 
of putting up the $50,000 deposit. There are 
only three companies, the Travelers, Standard, 
and Maryland Casualty, in addition to the Em- 
ployers, that do a general casualty business in 
Ohio. It isa fairly good state for this branch 
of underwriting, and will not be allowed to be 
monopolized. The folly of special deposit laws 
has more than once been demonstrated. They 
fail of their salient purpose, and stifle healthy 
competition. The claimants interested in the 
Guarantors deposit have never been able to 
collect a dollar, and in the end it may all be 


eaten up by attorneys’ bills and fees incident to 
the receivership. This is especially pertinent 
inasmuch as claimants on the special deposit 
forfeit their rights as claimants under the gen- 
eral receivership to the extent of the full amount 


of the special deposit.

NORTH AMERICAN’S REORGANIZATION.

be succeeded by a financial man of prominence. 
The reorganized company will be capitalized at

UNION CASUALTY’S PARTIAL DISABILITY FORM. 

The payment of indemnity for partial dis- 
ability by accident insurance companies is 
something which at the present time is attract- 
ing considerable attention. One company after 
another has introduced partial disability features 
and the succe sion has been so rapid that these 
features have not always received full considera- 


tion. Some companies pay for partial disability | 
a stated percentage of the regular indemnity. | 
For instance, the Maryland Casualty pays two- | 


fifths indemnity for not more than 26 weeks 


following the accident or following the period of | 


total disability. In the latter case, however, 
the period of indemnity, total and partial, is 
limited to 52 weeks. The Union Casualty and 
Surety, however, haSa scheme entirely different, 
which applies to classes ‘‘A Special’ and ‘‘Pre- 
ferred’’, except physicians. Physicians get flat 
50 per cent indemnity for mot more than 26 
weeks of partial disability. The form referred 
to provides a graded scale for the adjustment of 
claims, varying in accordance with the nature 
and severity of the injury suffered and the con- 
sequent effect upon the occupation, during a 
period not to exceed 26 consecutive weeks, this 
scale being from 20 to 80 per cent of the weekly 
indemnity set forth in the policy contract. 
Under this form it is attempted to arrive at an 
equitable standard of weekly indemnity, having 
regard for the character of the injury, the pain 
and inconvenience dependent upon it and the 
probable expense incurred by the assured in 
affecting a cure.
